INDICTMENT RETUKNED 


>tw Tarn In Suppasea Attempted 
¡Suicide Creates a Stir at 
Modesto, III. 


Luth er Horton was indicted at 
Springfield, 111., Th ursday on th e 
ch arge of attempting to murder h is 
wife, wh o wiis supposed to h ave 
attempted suicide. 
Much mystery 
h ad surrounded th e case and all 
wondered wh y sh e sh ould try to 
end h er life. 
Horton is one of th e most prom­ 
inent citizens of Modesto, in Ma­ 
coupin county, Illinois, and th e in­ 
dictment h as caultd quite a stir. 
On th e morning of January 28 
Mrs, Horton rush ed from h er resi­ 
dence to th e yard, blood spurting 
from a gaping wound in h er th roat 
and staining th e entire front of h er 
dress. 
Th e gh astly sigh t was witnessed 
by a h ired man, wh o ran to th e 
h ome of a neigh bor for assistance. 
Before h e h ad returned th e woman 
swooned, 
A large butch er knife was found 
near th e residence, and it was be­ 
lieved at th e-time th at Mrs. Horton 
h ad tried to end h er own life. 
Her 
h usband and th e man wh o saw h er 
as sh e emerged from th e h ouse re­ 
fused to talk. 
Th e testimony of Samuel Smith , 
wh o lived in a neigh boring h ouse, 
and wh o was in Horton’s employ, 
was most sensational, and it was 
on th e streng.h of h is evidence th at 
Horton was indicted. 
Smith testi­ 
fied to h aving gone to th e Horton 
h ome and h eard some one calling 
to h im from a rear porch . 
He entered th e h ouse, h e says, 
and found Mrs. Horton lying in th e 
center of th e dining room, covered 
with bk>od. 
He says h er h usband 
was bending over h er on h is knees, 
h olding both of h er bands, and 
th at a butch er knife nine inch es 
long was lying at th e woman’s 
side. 
Smith says h e asked wh at h ad 
caused th e tragedy, and th at Mrs. 
Horton, pointing at h er h usband, 
exclaimed : 
“ He di'd it.” 
Horton, according to Sm ith ’s 
testimony, denied th at h e h ad com­ 
mitted th e crime and declared th at 
a burglar h ad broken into th e 
h ouse, and, in h er frigh t at h is in­ 
trusion, th e woman h ad cut h er 
th roat.

business, 
Conkle r efused to sign 
the note and Rober tson dr ew a r e­ 
volver and fir ed thr ee shots, fr om 
the effects of which the wounded 
man died a shor t time after war d. 
Rober tson fled fr om the scene of 
the shooting and attempted to hide 
in a lumber yar d, but 
was sur ­ 
r ounded and captur ed, not, how­ 
ever , befor e he had inflicted upon 
himself sever al ugly wounds with 
an or dinar y pocketknife. 
The angr y citizens would pr ob­ 
ably have made the pr esent tr ial 
unnecessar y had not the physicians 
assur ed them that Rober tson would 
soon die fr om his own wounds.
